TARIFF FIGHT WAGED 
OVER FIVE-CENT CIGAR 


Manufacturer of Cheap 
Smokes Seeking Reduc- 


tion in Duty. 


Washington, January 23.— (/) — 
With most of the argument centering 
around the future of the 5-cent cigar, 
pleas for both increases and decreases 
in the import duty of $2.10 a pound 
on Sumatra wrapper tobaeco were 
heard’ today by the house ways and 
means committee considering tariff re- 
vision, 

Manufacturers of the cheap cigar 
sought a reduction in the duty to 
$1.50 a pound, contending the import- 
ed wrapper had a superior flavor over 
that grown in Florida and other sec- 
tions of the country in the manutae- 
ture of the 5-centers. They were join- 
ed by growers of filler tobacco in Wis- 
consin, whose representatives argued 
a lower tariff would permit an in- 
crease in the manufacture of the cheap 
cigar and consequently boost the de- 
mand for filler. 

Producers of stalk tobacco in Con- 
necticut also supported the request for 
a reduction, declaring they had lost 
money under the existing rate. Op- 
posing the reduction and seeking au 
increase to $4.62 a pound, shade-grown 
tobacco producers of New England 
argued that their industry was in a 
deplorable state, and that the higher 
duty was needed to meet higher pro- 
duction cost. 

They conceded that a higher duty on 
wrappers might hurt the manufactur-

HINTS ON. MARKETING 


Eugene Talmadge, State Ag- 
ricultural Commissioner, 
Delivers Address.

Athens, Ga., January 23.—(7)— 
Eugene Talmadge, state commissioner 
of agriculture, in an address here to- 
day at farmers’ week and marketing 
conference, urged growers to pay more 
attention to getting their produce in 
better marketable shape. 

He spoke of the better results which 
would be realized by the farmers if 
they followed such a plan. He touch- 
ed on the work being done to eradi- 
eate the phony peach disease in Geor- 
gin, .penking of the cooperation his 
department had received from the 
agricultural college. 

A plea that monies levied annually 
for the common school system be paid 
more promptly was made by M. L. 
Duggan, state school superintendent, 
who also deplored the small salaries 
paid to county school superintendents 
in Georgia. 

Forrestry and soils wil] be subjects 
tomorrow with B. M. Lufburrow, 
state forrester, leading the discus- 
sions. Thomas DPD. Burleign, head of 
the forestry division of the college, 
will discuss forest nursery; Dr. J. H. 
Stallings, head of the agronomy de- 
partment, Penny Farms, Fla., will 
talk on “Soil Type and Crop Adapta- 
tion,” and Floyd G. Newton, one of 
the 12 master farmers, Madison, will 
discuss “Readjusting Farm Produc- 
tion for Middle Georgia Conditions.” 
Other addresses will be made by Tro- 
fessor Duepee Barrett, specialist of 
the college; Hal M. Stanley, state 
labor commissioner, and J. A. Evans, 
of the United States cooperative ex- 
tension work.

The present-day psychologist, who 
has studied and experimented with 
young children is inclined to believe 
that the ability to reason, to think. is 
more nearly a question of slow devel- 
opment from birth to maturity, Mrs. 
Michael said. 

Professor J. T. Wheeler, of the vo- 
cational education division of the col- 
lege, in a paper, “Have the Brains 
Left the Country?’ challenged the 


assertion that the rural sections are 
losing the best brains to the city. He 
recommended an investigation ‘to as-| 
certain the accuracy of such a con- 
tention. If it is so, “we ought to 


know it,” Professor Wheeler said, “‘in 
order that we may set about to rem- ! 
edly the situation.”

It failed, as all such’ prize offers fail, because contestants were 
shrewd enough to forget the purpose of the contest and devote them- 
selves to the business of impressing the judges. , 

. As a critic and composer of musi¢e recently won an international 
contest by copying the works of the masters, so the winner of the 
present contest snared the iddges by offering a plan already in use. 

It is not a mere plan, but an entire campaign—technical, compre- 
hensive—obviously the work of an expert,

nearly ten and one-half million ne- 
groes in the United States in 1920. 
Of these, two and one-half million 
were between 5 and 14 years of age. 
In 1925-26 federal, state and city 
health department cooperated in a 
study of the physical and mental sta- 
tus of 5,170 negro school children in 
Atlanta, 4,885 of whom had. lived 
in the city most or all of their lives, 
so that they fairly represented the 
urban negro child. 

Thirty-one per cent of the 5,000 
negro children were entirely free from 
dental caries (decayed teeth, cavities). 
Compare this remarkable showing 
with a group of negro children in 
South Swaziland, South Africa, of the 
Bantu tribe, only twenty-five per cent 
of whom were found free from den- 
tal caries. The doctors who studied 
the native children living in Kraals 
believe the evidence favors the view 
that the diet of the mother before 
the child is born and the diet of the 
child in infancy and early childhood 
are responsible for the poor teeth of 
the negro children in Africa, 

Of the 3,400 Atlanta negro school 
children with defective teeth 33 per 
cent had only one or two small cavi- 
ties. Ordinarily we consider teeth 
that show only one or two small eavi- 
ties good teeth. so that it is fair to 
assume that 64 per cent of the ne- 
gro children living in cities or towns 
have excellent teeth, and probably 
such children living in the country 
have still better teeth. 

The examiners who gathered the 
data say nothing about the standard 
of care of the teeth among these chil- 
dren. Probably the rite of brushing 
the teeth is here, as among children 
generally, more honored in the breach 
than the observance, like washing be- 
hind the ears. Negro children are 
singularly fortunate in both respects. 

Such dental surveys or tabulations 
are interesting and sfimulate specul- 
ation, but I shall draw no inferences 
now. This is a good time, however, 
to remind prospective mothers of 
some salient facts in the newer knowl- 
edge of the teeth.

Its one fault lies in the fact that it doesn’t work. 

The judgés, asked to select the best plan to make the dry law 
effective, picked one that has failed to make it effective. 

So much for the worth of contests and the gullibility of judges. 

There is a way to make the dry law effective-—a simple way, a 
legal way, an unfailing way. It is known to all officials. 

And the only reason it isn’t used is because officials know it would 
make the dry law effective and offend the millions who talk dry and 
act wet. 

Here, in brief, is the plan and the logic of it. 

The purpose of the prohibition law is not, primarily, to stop the 
importation, manufacture or transportation of alcoholic beverages, but 
to stop consumption. 

The spirit and purpose of the law are. not completely violated 
until the alcohol is consumed. Manufacturers and dealers are but ac- 
cessories before the fact of final violation. — 

In short, one man alone cannot -violate the purpose of the law 
unless he manufactures the beverage he drinks. 

A completed violation of the spirit and purpose of the law requires 
conspiracy—one man to manufacture or import, one to transport, and 
one to consume. Then, and then’ only, is the purpose of the law com- 
pletely violated. 

It is obvious, then, that the drinker, being a party to the con- 
spiracy and the inspiration of it, is equally guilty with the manufacturer. 

In law and in common sense, all conspirators are equally guilty 
and deserve equal punishment. 

When officials desire to enforce prohibition, and visit equal punish- 
ment on all parties to a conspiracy against it, the law will be effective 
—but never until then. 

A man will risk jail to make a great profit. A “respectable citizen” 
will not risk jail to get a drink. 

There is your plan, Mr. Durant.

“K. O2” Is Confident He'll 
Knock Sharkey Over Fri- 
day Night.

New York, January 23.—(/)—An 
accident from Akron is looking around 
for a place to happen—with special 
designs .on whatev er spot Jack Shar- 
key . occupies in the Madison Square 
Garden ring Friday night. 

This accident of fisticuffs is known 
to his family as Meyers Wilson 
Christner, to the fans as “K, O.”—to 
his opponents as “Bad News.” Al- 
ready, at the ripe old ring age of 54,: 
“K. O.” has happened to 37 of his 
opponents in two years of amateur 
and professional boxing. Now he is 
ready to upset the biggest applecart 
of them all, 

Wrecked Hansen’s Hopes. 

Two months ago, Knute ee: 
the melancholy Dane, who had a 
physical attributes of a heavyweight 
champion, started west in his cam- 
paign for the title Gene Tunney left 
vacant. The first stop-over was in 
Cleveland and a bout with an un- 
known from the steaming rubber pits 
of an Akron tire faetory. The un- 
known, growing slightly bald on the 
top of the head, tagged Knute lustily 
on the chin in the eighth round. 

The right-hand punch that finished 
Hansen was one of the most important 
of the season. It snuffed out Knute’s 
title campaign, drove Billy Gibson, 
pilot of Tunney and then Hansen, 
inte permanent retirement, and shov- 
ed Christner into the spotlight. Fur- 
thermore that punch has garden offi- 
cials talking in scared whispers about 
plans for the Sharkey-Stribling match 
in Miami Beach. 
is aS ominous as rain clouds on the 
night of an outdoor fight. 

Breaks Man’s Jaw. 

Christner is one of the strangest of 
ring phenomona since Ruby Bob Fitz- 
simmons, with his bald head, middle- 
weight’s legs and heavyweight’s shoul- 
ders, crashed into fistic fame. Christ- 
ner saw only two rounds of boxing be- 
fore entering the ring at 32, never had 
a glove on in four years in the army. 
and was “kidded” into entering the 
amateurs. 

It seems that a fellow- worker, toil- 
ing with Christner in the 125 degree 
temperature of the rubber pits, tossed 
the remains of a glass of ice water 
down K. QO.’s neck. It was ‘all in fun, 
when Christner playfully slapped the 
big fellow in a shower at the end of 
the day’s work, but not fer long. 
Christner landed one right and lost 
‘his job when the hospital report the 
next day showed that his opponent's 
jaw was broken in three places, 

Christner got his job back, but 
the men in the shop dubbed him “K. 
O.” Promoters of amateur fights 
heard about that punch. In a. few 
months he .spent a winter evening 
winning the amateur heavy yweight 
championship of Ohio after working 
all day and riding 50 miles to the 
tournament in an open car. He fought 
his first professional fight New 
Year's day, 1928. 

Caught Ruth's Slants. 

Aside from boxing, Christner has 
done about everything else in athlet- 
ics. He caught Babe Ruth, when fhe 
Bambino was the star left handed 
pitcher' of the St. Mary’s industrial 
school baseball team in Baltimore. Joe 
Dundee, now the welterweight cham- 
pion, was there at the same time. 

Christner went to Akron later and 
for years played semi-pro baseball as 
well as professional football. 

Christner has been married almost 
11 years and has a son nine years 
old and a daughter six. He expects 
to knock out Sharkey as easily as he 
did Hansen. 

“My trainer, Tiny Herman,” he 
says, “has been everywhere in the 
world but Miami Beach. 

“IT plan to take him down there 
when I fight Stribling in NSharkey’s 
place.”

MITCHELL ESTATE 
PLEA FOR STORE — 
RENTALS DENIED 


The supreme court Wednesday af- 
firmed a decision: of the Falton sn- 
perior court, denying a petition to re- 
cover $88,000 with interest since 1917, 


brought by the Samuel Mitchell estate 
against the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, lessses of the state owned 
railread property. 

The sum was claimed as rentals on 
the property at 1-2 Whitehall street. 
Atlanta, formerly used as a railroad 
ticket office but of recent years rent- 
ed for store purposes. It is at present 
occupied as a retail jewelry establish- 
ment, ‘ 

The plaintiffs contended that the 
property, part of that deeded to the 
state on July 11, 1842, by Samuel 
Mitchell, was given for use for rail- 
road purposes only and that the rail- 
road had no right, under the deed to 
lease it to otitsiders for profit. 

The property deeded to the state in 
1842 included that on which the Tn- 
ion depot now stands. 

The supreme court in its decision 
Wednesday: held that the deed was in 
fee simple and bore no restrictions as 
to what use the state or the state's 
lessee should make of the. property.

George W. Bottowgs toward completion 
of a school in Havana, Cuba, clarify- 
ing previous reports that the wealthy 
Texarkana woman planned a gift of 
$500,000. 

It was pointed out in an official 
statement that Mrs. Bottoms expected

Just now, the announcement said, a 


$50,000 gift outright, and profits acru- 
ing since May |}, 27. from a pre- 
vious gift of $100,000 in lumber 
stock to tlte board will be used to 
erect two dormitories, one for boys 
and one for girls. 

For several years, the announce- 
ment explained, it has been an open 
secret that Mr. Bottoms set aside 
$100,000 in lumber stock for the 
beard, on condition that Mrs. Bot- 
toms be permitted to stipulate where 
and how the money should be ex- 
pended. 

Before May 1, 1927, these profits 
amounted to $119,000. Since that time, 
the board has realized $38,000 on the 
stock, the announcement said.

His most daring 
robbery in Alabama occurred in 1922 
when in company with confederates 
he staged a daylight holdup of the 
Phenix-Girard bank. After several] es- 
capes from arresting officers he was 
sentenced to 25 years for his part in 
the robbery. He escaped from Kilby 
November 14, 1922, and was at lib- 
erty until his capture in Tacoma. 

Dickerson is a native of Montgomery 
and his parents are now residents of 
Mobile.
